Probably the greatest compliment ever paid a rival can­ 
didate for office in Michigan is that being accorded United 
States Senator Arthur ll.

Information on Escanaba 
Amusement Places 
. Announced

Washington, D. C.— Details of 
thé count of places of amusement, 
serviCG establishments and hotels 
in Escanaba taken this spring as 
a part of tho CWA Census of Am- 
crléftn Business wore made public 
today by the census bureau. 


Escanaba. the 
census 
report 
shows has 4 places of amusement 
which have total annual receipts 
of $68,000. 
In addition to 3 pro­ 
prietors w'ho work in such places, 
the city’s amusement enterprises 
give full time employment to an 
average of 13 persons. 
The pay­ 
roll for these places is $12,000 
annually, of which approximately 
$1,000 is for part time employes, 
tho census report shows. 


The report covers 74 service 
establishments. 
This classifica­ 
tion includes all places of busi­ 
ness performing personal services 
for the public, such 
as 
barber 
shops, beauty shops and laundries 
and also takes in many miscel­ 
laneous services, such as collec­ 
tion 
agencies, 
jewelry 
repair 
shops, blacksmiths shops, truckers 
and others. 
Escanaba’s .service 
establishments have total receipt» 
of $169,000 a year and an annual 
payroll of $41.000. of wMiich ap­ 
proximately $.5,000 goes for part 
time employes. 
Employment 
is 
given to 4.3 full time employes in 
addition to 72 proprietors. 


Escanaba’s hotels, 16 in num­ 
ber. according to tho census re­ 
port. have 
annual 
receipts 
of 
$112.000. 
They 
glvo 
employ­ 
ment to 57 full time workers, in 
addition to 16 proprietors, 
and 
have an annual payroll of $24.- 
000 including approximately $1,- 
000 for part time employes. 


For all of Delta county, 
tho 
census bureau reported 103 ser­ 
vice establishments, 
with 
total 
rcccipts of $208.000: giving em­ 
ployment to 45 workers and 100 
proprietors: and having an an- 


nual payroll of $45,000. Including 
$5,000 for part time workers. 


Places of amusement in 
the 
county numbered 8. the report 
shows, and have annual receipts 
of $83,000. 
The number of pro­ 
prietors working In such places 
is 9. while full time employment 
Is given to 14 persons. 
The an­ 
nual payroll Is $13,000 includ­ 
ing approximately $2,000 for part 
time employes. 


The county’s 21 hotels, 
with 
total receipts of $119.000 have an 
annual payroll of $25.000, includ­ 
ing slightly over $1.000 for part 
time workers. 
Full time workers 
in these hotels number 60. in ad­

HE DIDN’T TELL ALL 
T H E address of M urray D. Van 
Wagoner, state highway commis­ 
sioner. delivered in Escanaba on 
Saturday 
night 
and 
at 
other 
points In the peninsula, 
dtiring 
the swing of Democratic 
candi­ 
dates through this section of the 
state, was thoroughly typical 
of 
the boyish individual who through 
political accident has been placed 
in charge of M ichigan’s highway 
system. 
He m erely emitted a lot 
of words th a t m ean t 
little 
or 
nothing. 
H e blam ed th e Hepub- 
lican party for not building more 
roade in th e peninsula 
but 
his 
only promise to rem edy the situa­ 
tion was to pave U. 8. No. 2 and 
II, “ when funds are available." 


He did not tell his audience in 
Escanaba on Saturday night that 
the only paved highways yet con­ 
structed in this county w'ere plan­ 
ned and provided for under a Re­ 
publican adm inistration. 
He did 
not tell his Escanaba 
audience 
that* the only highway paved in 
this county under his adm inistra­ 
tion was paid for with 
federal 
funds and not from state funds. 
And neither did he tell his Esca­ 
naba audience on Saturday night 
that while a year ago this county

is 
approved by but a few people in 
th a t county and In his address at 
Manietlque he did n o t refer to 
the fact th a t he and bis depart­ 
m ent had provided the people of 
Schoolcraft county w ith th e most 
Illum inating example of how 
a 
thoroughly politically dom inated 
departm ent can operate, by insist­ 
ing upon th e discharge of John 
E. McCarthy, one of th e m ost ef­ 
ficient highway engineers in the 
peninsula and county engineer for 
Schoolcraft county for 115 years, 
for purely political reasons.

direct tax on local property. 


If the gasoline and weight tax 
am endm ents pass, it will create a 
much greater mess <»f our taxa­ 
tion .system.

The six proposals for amending 
the state constitution, upon which 
the people of Michigan will vote 
November 6, 
were discussed at 
length by Harold P. Lindsay, sec­ 
retary of the Escanaba Chamber 
of Commerce, at the weekly lunch- 
eton meeting of the Kiwanis club 
at the Sherman 
hotel 
yesterday 
noon. 
Mr. 
Lindsay’s 
talk 
was 
packed full of interesting informa­ 
tion concerning both sides of these 
vital questions. 


In opening his remarks, Mr. Lind­ 
say expressed his personal opinion 
that tho amendment proposals are 
of more importance to the citizens 
of this state than the question as 
to what political party must rule 
tho state. 


He told of the effects of the 15- 
mill limitation amendment, which 
was adopted by tho people in 1932, 
and pointed out that whereas Esca­ 
naba taxpayers saved about $32,000 
in the state property tax last year 
the people of this city were obliged 
to pay out $140,000 in sales taxes. 


Non-Partitan Judiciary 
The first 
amendment 
proposal 
was disposed of quickly 
by 
Mr. 
Lindsay with the remark that it is 
generally understood that the judi­ 
ciary should be kept as far re­ 
moved from political influence as 
possible, and that 
therefore 
the 
proposition providing for tho non­ 
partisan election of judges merits 
approval. 


Mr. Lindsay devoted most of his 
time to the proposed amendments 
No. 2 and No. 3, providing for the 
reduction of the gasoline tax from 
three to two cents and limltiiiK the 
Weight tax» to its present flgure ot" 
35 cents per hundredweight. 


“Such limitations of taxes have 
no jihue In the constitution.” Mr. 
Lindsay declared, “for it is impos­ 
sible to legislate now for the needs 
of the state 50 years from now.” 
He referred to the primary school 
fund, which has been 
shown 
to 
have inequities that cannot be re­ 
moved by tho legislature because 
it is in the basic law of the state. 


He pointed out that the gasoline 
lax reduction is unfair In that it 
limits the rate of the tax to the 
benefit of the oil companies, hut 
makes no provision for regulating 
the price of gasoline. He also told 
of the Joker in the measure which 
would make it impossible to levy 
a sales or some future income tax 
on the companies dealing in gaso­ 
line and automotive products. 


Better Roads Needed 
“Twenty years ago, the legisla­ 
ture was besieged with requests for 
appropriatious 
to 
build 
better 
roads, which eventually make the 
great automobile Industry in lower 
Michigan possible,’’ Mr. Lindsay de­ 
clared. 
“Now, lower Michigan in­ 
terests, represented by the Michi­ 
gan Automobile club, with an ade­ 
quate highway system provided In 
their section, want to cut off the 
funds that would make possible 
the building of good roads in the 
upper peninsula. 
In the interests 
of the future prosperity of the up­ 
per peninsula, you should vigorous­ 
ly oppose these two amendments."

C. E. Kelso, in clear and con­

uniform rule of taxation, might 
open tho way for the levying of 
state taxes against 
church 
and 
other property not now on the tax 
rolls. 


Mr. Kelso’s analysis of each of

BANK DEPOSITS 
ONJCREASE 


Federal Guarantee Is 
Responsible, Says 
Crowley 


11V PAUL MAY 


Washington D. C., Oct. 22.— 
Activities of the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation in Michi­ 
gan were credited today by FDIC 
Chairman Leo T. Crowley 
with 
being responsible for an increase 
of more than one hundred twen­ 
ty-eight and a half tnillion dol­ 
lars in deposits of 3 80 licensed 
commercial banks in the state, be­ 
tween December 30, 193 3, and 
June 30, 1934. 


Mr. Crowley’s figures are from 
an abstract on conditions of FDIC 
member banks, 
released 
today, 
and based on the statements sub­ 
mitted by banks in 
the 
recent 
call of condition by the FDIC. In 
Michigan, the report covered 90 
percent of all licensed banks in 
the state. 


Total deposits in these banks 
as of June 30, 1934, were $789,- 
021,000 as compared with a fig­ 
ure of $660,935,000 on Decem- 
l)i‘r 30, last year. 
The total of 
, capital stock and other items of 
capital account in the banks was 
shown to be $11,301,000 by the 
tabulation. 


More than 5.100 employes, in­ 
cluding officers, directors, 
and 
persons employed on a part tlm«‘ 
l)asls, are engaged In tho banking 
business of this state, it was re­ 
ported. 


Among other significant 
fig­ 
ures shown in the reports of con­ 
dition of the insured commercial 
hanks of Michigan w'ere loans and 
investments totalling $6 10.320,- 
uoo and cash and due from banks, 
including balances with tho Fed­ 
eral Reserve Bank of tho district, 
amounting to $229,189,000. 


Banking houses, furniture and 
fixtures of the state were shown 
to be valued at $22,413,000. 


Kill Grasshopper 
Eggs Now, Control 
Pest Next Season 


The State Department of Agri­ 
culture calls attention to the fact 
that it is possible to do consider­ 
able in the way of controlling the 
grasshopper pest by 
destroying 
the eggs deposited this season. 


Tho egg beds may be located by 
digging around in sunny places, 
in firm soli at the bases of stones, 
around tho bottoms of old stacks, 
along roads and fences, and 
in 
uncultivated or waste lands. The 
eggs will bo discovered in soil- 
colored, cylindrical pods, varying 
from one-half inch to one Inch 
In length, and from one-eighth to 
three-sixteenths of an inch In di- 
atneter, each pod containing from 
fifteen to twenty-five eggs, with 
an average of about twenty-five. 
Each female gra.sshopper deposits 
as many as twenty egg pods, 
the 
laying of the eggs being contin­ 
ued until late in the fall. 
Having 
discovered where the 
eggs 
are 
present in the greatest numbers, 
after tlie first heavy frosts have 
killed nu)st of the grasshoppers, 
disc and harrow 
the 
infested 
areas. This brings the eggs to the 
surface, where they aro dried by 
tho sun and w-ind or destroyed by 
birds, mice, etc. 


All of the eggs are deposited 
within two Inches of the surface; 
so it is not neccssary to disturb 
the soil to a greater depth. The 
discing should he done in differ­ 
ent directions, so as to expose as 
many (‘j;us as possible. 
Repeat at 
intervals of ten days, until 
the 
ground freezes. 
When the weath­ 
er is dry and hot the egg embryos 
iire 
killed 
within 
forty-eight 
hours.

of Commerce, at the weekly lunch­ 
e o n meeting of the Kiwanls club 
at th e Sherm an

In opening his remarks, Mr. Lind­ 
say expressed his personal opinion 
that the am endm ent proposals are 
of more im portance to the citizens 
of this state than the question as 
to what political party must rule 
the state.

Eggs Now, Control 
Pest Next Season 


T h e State D e p a rt m e n t of Agri­ 
cu ltu re calls atten tio n to the fact 
t h a t it is possible to do consider­ 
able In the way of controlling th e 
g rassh o p p e r pest 
by 
destroying 
t h e eggs deposited this season. 
T h e egg beds may be located by 
d igging aro u n d in s u n n y places, 
in firm soil a t the bases of stones, 
a r o u n d t h e bottom s of old stacks, 
alo n g roads and fences, and 
in 
uncultiv a ted or waste lands. T he 
eggs will be discovered in soil- 
colored. cylindrical pods, varying 
from one-half inch to one Inch 
in length, and from one-eig hth to 
tliree-sixteenths of an inch in di­ 
a m e te r, each pod containing from 
fifteen to twenty-five eggs, with 
an average of a b o u t twenty-five. 
E ac h female grasshopper deposits 
as m a n y as tw enty egg pods, 
the 
laying of the eggs being c o n tin ­ 
ued until late in the fall. 
H aving 
discovered where th e 
e g g s 
are 
present in the greatest num bers, 
a fte r the first heavy frosts have 
killed most of t h e grasshoppers, 
disc and harrow 
th e 
infested 
areas. This brings th e eggs to th e 
surface, w here th ey a r e dried by 
t he sun and wind or destroyed by 
birds, mice, etc. 
All of th** 
e g g s are deposited 
within two inches of th e surface: 
so it is not necessary to d isturb 
th** soil to a g r e a te r depth.

ent directions, so as to expose as 
many eggs as possible.

Fall Tree Planting 
Begins In Forests 


Six and one-half million seed­ 
lings will have been fall-planted 
by tho end of tho month on 7,200 
national forest acres In the Upper 
Peninsula of Michigan, it was an­ 
nounced this week by officials of 
the U. S. Forest .service. 


The plantings Include about 1,- 
000,000 Norway pine 
seedlings, 
the balanco being white spruce, 
Norway spruce, and jack 
pine. 
The stock used in forest 
plant­ 
ings is delivered from seed in the 
nursery to a baby tree with 10- 
inch roots and from two to four- 
inch tops. 
The planting Is un­ 
der proper supervision by mem­ 
bers of tho Civilian Conservation 
corps, each man planting 
from 
700 to 1,100 trees per day, de­ 
pendent on soil conditions and 
size of planting stock, 
A special­ 
ly developed Michigan 
planting 
bar is used, witli the occasional 
employment of mattocks on heav­ 
ier soils.
